20. (Amended) The antibody, or fragment thereof, of [any of foregoing claims 2 through 19] 
claim 2 . wherein the diagnostically, therapeutically or cosmetically active substance comprises an 
enzyme. 

27. (Amended) The antibody, or fragment thereof, as claimed in any of foregoing claims 2 
through 26] of claim 2 . wherein the diagnostically, therapeutically or cosmetically active substance 
comprises a fluorescent or radioactive substance. 

28. (Amended) The antibody, or fragment thereof, of [any of foregoing claims 2 through 27] 
claim 2 , wherein the antibody, or fragment thereof, is capable of binding an epitope of a pathogenic 
micro-organism or other pathogenic compound. 

30. (Amended) A composition comprising: 
at least one antibody, or fragment thereof, as claimed in [any of claims 1 through 29] claim 1; and 
at least one physiologically acceptable dilutent, solvent or carrier. 
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3 L (Amended) A composition useful as a teeth cleaning agent, mouthwash, mouth spray, 
chewing tablet, chewing gum, cream or ointment comprising: 

at least one antibody, or fragment thereof, as claimed in [any of claims 1 through 29] claim 1 ; and 
at least one physiologically acceptable dilutent. 

32. (Amended) A method for manufacturing a medication for targeted or temporary 
treatment of externally accessible parts of a human or an animal body, comprising: 
providing an antibody, or fragment thereof, as claimed in [any of foregoing claims 1 through 29]
